Growing Industry In Britain 


Electrical Trade Is Carrying Compe- 
tition Into Foreign Lands 

Obsolete machinery and out-of-date 
methods are often advanced as rea- 
sons why British factories run at re- 
duced time and with depleted staffs. 
But there is one industry which does 
not fit into that discouraging picture. 
The British electrical trade is not 
only meeting foreign competition but 
is carrying competition into foreign 
lands. 

The United States and Germany 
are Britain's chief competitors. in 
this fleld. United States exports of 
electrical goods have dropped ten per 
cent., and German exports -five -per 
cent. in 1930, as -compared with 
1929. Unemployment in electrical 
trades in the United States stands at 
25 per cent., and in Germany at 30 
per cent. British factories are work- 
ing full time with full staffs, and 
by the close of the year it is antict- 
pated that Britain will lead the 
world as an exporter of electrical 
goods. 

Recently a large contract in Co- 
penhagen was captured by a British 
firm under the very nose of German 
competition, while a Newcastle firm 
has demonstrated that it is possible 
to do a very good business in the 
United States in spite of the high 
tariff wall. The reason that is given is 


that British producers are five yedrs_ 


ahead of their competitors in tech- 
nical and scientific development. In 
certain kinds of electrical gear a vir- 
tual world monopoly is being created. 

Electrical goods and appliances 
were the only British manufactures 
to show an increase in exports in Sep- 
tember.

“Scarlet Fever” 


Texin Can Be Administered To Pro- 
| duce Immunization From the 
Disease 

| (By John Burke Ingram.) 

Tt is possible to prevent that dan- 
}ferous disease of childhood, scarlet 
| fever, and the purpose of our health 
| article for this week is to acquaint 
jour readers. with the methods which 
late used to acquire jmnrunity. 

First, it is known that one attack 
| Of scarlet fever usually, but not al- 
| ways, protects an individual against 
preruies attacks. This ts because the 
| bloodstréam during an attack ‘of this 
| disease develops a substance which 
resists any future attack by germs, 
} and the poison or “toxin’’ which they 
produce is. rendered harmless 

When scientists found the scarlet 
fever toxin they began to expetiment 
with it, hoping to be able to produce 
) artificially that substance which the 
| blood produces naturally in defending 
the body against future attacks, They 
succeeded, so nowadays it is possible 
to secure artificial immunity to this 


was necessary to actually experience 
one attack of it in order to be reason- 
| ably immune to all future ones. 

This imimunization is accomplished 
by injecting carefully graduated doses 
j of the sterile toxin produced by these 


small doses, then in gradually in- 
creasing doses until enough has been 


duce anti-toxin, The toxin used does 
not contain any germs and of itself is 
incapable of causing any disease or 
|injury. A person treated thus

| Doctors, however, 
| immunizing substance in the way

interesting to know why. First of all, 
let us note the fact that it is gener- 
-ally supposed that adults are immune 
to scarlet fever. This is usually true 
because so many adults have actually 


ing it. This may seem rather amazing 
but the fact is, that itis possible to 
have scarlet feveh in the form of a 
sore throat alone. This is often 
enough to immunize the individual 
experiencing it against further  at- 
tacks from’ the germ. But. unless 
adults have had the disease in this 
way they remain susceptible to if all 
their lives. Now since so many people 
are immune to scarlet fever from 
having had the disease or having had 
scarlet fever sore throat it would be 
foolish to immunize everybody in a

Old Age Pensions 


Federal Goyermment May Take Over 
System From the Provinces 

The Ottawa Evening Citizen says: 
“Federal administration of old age 
pensions, involving the taking over of 
the whole operative system from the 
Provinces and the assumption of prac: 
| tically the eatire cost, looms up as & 
| Prospective plece of legislation in the 
coming session: Jt is ‘one of the sub- 
jects in that category now being sur 
veyed to determine just what 
the legislation should take. ‘ 

“The scheme now in operation is 
administered by the various provinces 
which are party to it. The part of 
the Federal Government is , to pay 
fifty per cent, of the outlay and keep 
in touch with the situation generally. 
Constitutionally, such questions come 
within the purview. of the provinces, 
and this is why the late government 
| paid only half of the expense. While 
this constitutional point is not over- 
looked, the present prinie minister, in 
jthe last election campaign, said that 
there was nothing to prevent the Do- 
minion Government from contributing 
say 99 per cent. of the cost, and, of 
course, the provinces would not object 
to being relieved of all but a nominal 
contribution to comply with any tech- 
nical necessity under the B.N.A. att.
